paper clipping telling of the disas- 
ter in hiiaf feen, bnt ss fte flie ac- 
tual facts it can only be explained 

by one of the survivors, of which I 
am one. We left New York harbor 
on Jannaiy 14Ui, and had a suc- 
cessful voyage to Falmouth, Eng., 
where we stopped on Jan. 28tb, ano 
received orders to p r eeeed to Bot- 
terdam, Holland. We were on our 
way to Botterdaat when we stopped 
at Goodwin Sands to take the pilot 
on board, who waa going to guide us 
through the North Sea to Rotter- 
dam. After stopping for about one- 
half hour we then attempted to 
start when we found the ship was 
stuck fast in the sand and would 
not even badge. We thai called for 
aid, anil then there was several 
small tug boats which came and 
worked from Wednesday night un- 
til Saturday trying their ntmost to 
bong the abip to deeper water 
when we odold go on to Botterdam. 
Last nii^t, Jan. 81st, sbeat 6 o'clock 
the walls of the engine room l)cpan 
to give way, and then the cargo ' 
smashed throogfa ths shnft sOey. 
Following that were several explo- 
sions oansed by the water beginning 
to enter the lie room. The Ben all 
stuck to Ihs until we realized 

that the ease was hopeless. Then 
the Captain gave orders to lower life 
boats, which was obeyed St osoe. 
We then ht'f^un trying to save as 
many of our necessary clothing as 
(MMsible. As we began lowering the 



^'•ffiM theB in one by one. We 
reeesed all of the men in the water 
near Mr life boat bat tbrsa^ and 
they were esrried sway by Ike 
ing-in tide, and were bqroad 
rescue. We then took on nil bag- 
gage that the life boat was capable 
of earrying, and left the abip, oer- 
ing with nil our strength to get to n 
large tug-boat for relief. After 
aboat 20 mintea of bard strng^Kag 
we reached the tng-boat where we 
were taken aboard and pnt by a 
good wann fire to bring life into the 
ones tlint were almost frozen to 
death. The boat was controlled by 
an American Captain under the 
British ITsvy. We all changed 
clothinp' nnd put on dry uniforms, 
and sat around a big warm fire talk- 
ing Batters over. Althoagh I went 
into the water nnd got sonking wet 
[ was able to hold my nerve and 
strength and help to man the boat 
and take care of the three officers 
that were almost frozen. The tug- 
boat brought ns to the "Sailor's 
Home" at Dover, England. We were 
properly ciiiod for nnd it wns al- 
most like being at home. We had 
plenty to eat and good warm beds 
to sleep in, nnd nil of tho clothes 
we wanted. I lost all of my cloth- 
ing, bedding and everything else I 
possessed except what I had on, hut 
today I have as many clothes aa I 
ever owned and s good warm bed 
to sleep in. The people at the "Sail- 
or's Home" have certainly been nice 
to us and done everything in their 
poiirer to make as feel st home. Ton 
need not worry a minute about me 
for I am perfectly safe and feeling 
bigger and stronger than ever before 
ind take it from my heart, that I am 
not esmonflaging a bit, and every 
word I have ssid eonoeming our 
safe keeping is the PURE TliT Tir. 
Part of the crew is at Deal, Eng- 
'nnd, and the rest of ns at Dover. 
We will leave tomorrow for London, 
and return to the States very <;oon. 
I would have sent yon a cablegram 
bnt it eost Bore then I eenid stand. 
Will try nnd write yon sgsin when 
we get to London. ' 

Tonight most of ns sre ont on 
liberty parties seeing the town, and 
having a good time. I am now with 
my best pal, "Maxwell W. Martin," 
at the Salvation Army Bseieation 
and Rending Room, and we ate both 
writing home. Will telegraph yon 
just as soon as I get to New Tork, 
1(1 I want you to he ready to try 
nnd get me out of the Navy if there 
is any ehanee in tiie world, for I 
can't hardly wait to get home and 
tell all about all I have seen over 
here, and in the U. S. besides. Be
